Nevertheless, the Zeppenfelds Are Per- 
sistent and Have Placed on Rec- 
ord a Voluminous Petition 
for Damages. 


Not everything under the sun is old. 

The suit which Emil Zeppenfeld and his 
father, William Zeppenfeld, have filed in 
the St. Louis Cireuit Court is brand new. 

They would sue a Circuit Judge—sue him 
for damages for injury alleged to have 
been inflicted by ‘the court acting in its 
Official. capacity. 

The Zeppenfelds, father and son, are ¢ar- 
penters living at 4225 Iowa avenue. ‘I'he 
Judge whom they make the defendant in 
thelr peculiar suit is Judge William Zach- 
rijz of Circuit Court No. 1. 

The Zeppenfelds do not émploy a lawyer. 
The elder Zeppenfeld, though a carpenter, 
is his own and his son’s lawyer. Herein 
lies the story of the damage suit against 
Judge Zachritz. 

Early in the autumn the younger Zeppen- 
feld was made the-defendant in a real es- 
tate commission suit instituted by the J. J. 
Bogard Realty Co. 

When the son ififormed his father of the 
suit lodged against-him the father at once 
undertook the son's defense, 

The elder Zeppenfeld does not believe in 
hiring Jawyers. He contends that every 
man, as is his right by law, should be his

His son had failed to provide himself with 

the knowledge of law necessary to.an able 
defense of hig case, and the father under- 
took it. :

THE GALE KNOCKED OUT ALL 
TELEGRAPH LINES ON THE 
JERSEY COAST. 


DROVE OUTGOING SHIPS 
BACK TO ANCHORAGE. 


At 2 O’Clock This Morning the Storm 
Was Still Raging and the Snow 
Piled in 10-Foot Depths 
in the Streets. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—This city aml a 
large section of the country were buried In 
& great fall of snow and swept by a flerce 
Northeast gale last night. It continues at 
~ a. m. Sunday. <All the coast from Atlan- 
tic City up to Massachusettes is storm 
swept. At midnight ten inches of snow had 
fallen. The wind blew at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour in the heart of the city and 
off shore it reached the dangerous speed of 
sixty miles an hour. 

The cable and trolley lines got {nto trou- 
ble early in the night, and although plows 
were sent promptly out, the snow fell so 
heavily and the strong wind caused it to 
drift in such quantities that they were of 
little avail. Out on the exposed places 
the snow drifts are piled up five and ten 
feet high and giant snow ploughs were 
caught and imprisoned in them. The same 
conditions existed on the lines out of Long 
Island City, in the section above Harlem 
River and in the nearby New Jersey su- 
burbs. Briefly summarized the storm did 
these things: 

It knocked out every telegraph and tele- 
phone line on the New Jersey coast. It 
forced a shut-down of the entire trolley 
system of Staten Island. Thousends had 
to walk miles to their homes. 

It drove back all vessels which had at- 
tempted to put to gea. It forced horse cars 
to stop running in Manhattan Borough at 
midnight. 

It broke down ail telephone servics on 
the north and south shores of Long Island. 

It delayed all .e€asf and south-bound 
trains. it eaused an tnerease of 15 cents per 
ton in the prtce of coal. It made moving 
of electric and cable cars dangerous and 
so uncertain that cars were more than 
hours behind in getting over their 

As a result, hack and cab fares 
went to extortionate rates. 

It all but depopulated the theaters and 
the Tenderloin, Broadway not having so 
shivered since the bDiizzard of 1888. 

All ships were compelled to anchor. 
Among these was the Iatreania. A fleet of 
schooners and other craft that had pre- 
viously put to sea returned to the lower 
harbor and anchored. The marine observer 
at Sandy Hook could not distinguish the 
vessels that were returning for shelter. 

No word can be obtained from Sandy 
Hook to-night as to what may be seen in 
the offing, if anything, as ehorily after 7 
o’clock to-night the wires were down and 
cut off communication,

PITTSBURG, 
friends have suggested that I went too far 
in my open letter to the Post-Dispatch last 
Sunday, when I said that I began to doubt 
whether President McKinley , had convic- 
tions upon any subject. Let me say to these 
that I was not speaking of the private char- 
acter of Mr. McKinley, I had his official 
acts as President in view, and who will 
pretend that as President he haa stood to 
his official convictions? 

These very friends urge that he was op- 
posed to the war with Spain, for instance, 
until a noisy gang dragged him into it. 
This is what all his supporters’are saying, 
and it is no doubt true and creditable to 
him ag a good, gentle man, but when it be- 
comea our duty to ‘call a public officer to 
account for his acts and view him as his- 
tory will place him—tinstead of this being 
a public virtue it was a national crime, 


Assuming, as his friends claim, that he 
was not satisfied that war was required, 
his duty as President was to exhaust the 
powers which were vested in him by the 
constitution and which he could not right- 
fully evade. He should have aetood out like 
a man and exercised his power of veto 
as other. Presidents have done, A” Gien. 
Grant did in a memorable case. Then, if 
Congress had passed the act over his veto 
he would have been clear—his soul un- 
charged with the bldod spent and the 
thousands of lives sacrificed in un- 
healthy camps. 

I have known Mr. ‘McKinley mgst of my 
political life. I have always been his 
friend, but never so much his friend as'i 
am to-day, when I tell him the truth as 
I aes it. Would that he had more friends, 
for many of those about him only whisper 
their dissent from his policy behind his 
back. Kvery man of position who feels 
his country endangered should write to the 
President. 1 did not fail in thie duty to 
President Grant, with whose friendship I 
was honored, or to the country, when he 
proposed the annexation of Ban Domingo, 
which was not “criminal agaression’ upon 
his part, for its people desired annexation. 


I have done with President McKinley just 
ds I did with President Grant—opposed 
and denounced his policy. Gen. Grant re- 
mained my friend notwithstanding, to the 
end.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—President Mce- 
Kinley and his advisers do not expect any 
importagt developments from Paris until 
Monday’ when the time limit of the ulti- 
matum expires. The Presidént has instruct- 
€d the Meavte Envoys to adhere firmly to 
the terms of the protocol, and not to per- 
mit the Spanish Comm.ssioners to discuss 
counter propositions, They were not.fied 
that a ‘ima! answer must be had and an 
agreement reached at the expiration of the 
time lin it. 

While the officials of 
Ment announce that no 
tion has been received 
are su sanguine that the Spanish Commis- 
sioners w.ll accede to the demands of the 
United States as to predict that the ent.re 
matter will be finished within a very short 
period, 

The matter of the presentation of the 
ult.matuin was discret.onary with the 
American Commissioners, but now that it 
has been handed to the Spanish Envoys 
the President desires that it shall be str.ctly 
epforced. 

The Spanish reports of the demands of the 
Amer.can Commissioners for the Sulu Is- 
lands not contirmed in offic al cireles. 
The Commissioners were permitted to in- 
clude this in their demands if they saw fit, 
but Judge Day has not advised the Prest- 
dent that such has been done. 

The islands are regarded as no practical 
worth, being habitated largely by mixed 
Malays and Chinese. The people are of a

The citizen is 
not allowed to go abroad and build or buy ships and sai) 
them under the protection of the American flag. The same laws 
confine the coasting trade entirely to American vessels. By 
executive act thie provision has been extended to Porto Rico, 
thus killing by one blow the lucrative carrying trade of Cana- 
dian and Spanish ship owners between that island and the 
United States.

When your kitchen maid empties a bucket 
of garbage into the receptacle in the alley 
fence she contributes a mite to one of St. 
Louis’ unique and most profitable enter- 
prises.

All over the city every day servant girls 
and housewives fill tin buckets in alley 
fences and barrels in alleys with garbage. 
Into each alley every day goes a very bad-

Every day long processions of these i))- 
smelling wagons converge from all direc- 
tions at Montana street and Broadway, 
where they turn toward the river.

It is doubtful if many 
persons, except those living in the immedi- 
'ate neighborhood know where it is or have 
|@ very clear idea of the process by which 
garbage is made profitable. 

Into the great mow of the reducer an- 
nually goes nearly 110,000,000 pounds of gar- 
bage and nearly 15,000 dead animals. One 
company has the contract for the collection 
of the garbage, while another contracts for 
its reduction. About 8 per cent of this 
garbage and animal matter is water, so 
the reduction company must have a big 
quantity of raw material to get much solid 
product. AS a matter of fact, it gets 8000 
tons of garbage tankage and 2,000,000 pounds 
of low-grade grease annually from the gar- 
bage and dead animals, The garbage tank- 
age is sold to fertilizer manufacturers, 
who combine it with acid phosphates, 
bone meals and other Ingredients In the 
manufacture of fertilizers. The grease is 
used principally in the manufacture of 
cheap candles. 

To produce the tankage, which Is a dark, 
mealy, sweet-smelling substance, and the 
grease, the garbage and dead animals go 
through a process which involves cooking it. 
The grease is extracted with naptha gas. 
The process is intricate and it takes about 
eighteen hours for the garbage to emerge 
in the shape of tankage and grease, after 
being dumped into the tanks from the 
wagons. 

The building in which this business ts 
carried on looksat ad.stance to be a couple 
of stories high, Its appearance is deceptive, 
because it stands in a deep hollow near the 
river and three stories are below the street 
level. The wagons enter the fourth sto 
by a long covered driveway. There are 1 
of these wagons constantly in use. 

The successful operation of this method 
of getting rid of a great city’s garbage has 
caused the example of St. uls to be foi- 
lowed by a number of other municipalities.

A Neighbor Came in and They Fled 
Before They Found: Mrs. 
Murnane’s Money. 


Mrs. Johanna Murnane, 8 years old, was 
brutally beaten by two negro robbers in 
her home, 13 Spruce street, at noon yester- 
day. 

It was evidently the purpose of the ne- 
groes to punish their aged victim untll she 
would reveal the hiding place of her money, 
for it is generally understood along the 
levee that ‘‘ole Miss Murnane is rich."’ 

The negroes might have beaten the old 
woman to death, but for the appearance 
of Mrs. Flora White of 127 Clark avenue. 
When Mrs. Clark climbed the rickety steps 


leading to Mre. Murnane’s rooms the ne- 
groes fied. Cnily a vague description was 
obtained, but the police soon arrested four 
suspects. They are John Page, Peter 
Wiliams, Bete Smith and Julia Mitchell, 
They are locked up pending investigation. 
The women are heid on the theory that 
they know who committed the crime. They 
stoutly mania‘n their innocence. 

As soon es Mrs. White entered § the 
Spruce street room ehe saw at a glance 
that Mrs. Murnane waa seriously injured. 
She had been clubbed on the head and 
sunk to the floor, 

Mrs. White gave the alarm, and the tne 
fured woman was taken to the City Dis- 
pensary. where Dr. Kearney gave her tem- 
porary treatment and forwarded her to the 
City Hospital. The doctors say she ts In 
a critical condition. Her head ts covered 
with contusions and cute, enough to en- 
danger the life of a robust person, and o 
course more danger@us to one who is ene 
feebled by advanced age. 

For several vears Thomas Murnane, hus- 
band of the woman who was @€o brutally 
beaten. has been employed at the Federal 
Building as an engineer, and for a long 
while the old couple lived at the Spruce 
street house where the aseault occurred. 
They own their home, occupying two s 
and renting several others. Some of their 
tenants are negroes. The general impres- 
sien throughout the neighborhood fs that

there is hidden wealth—the saving of years 
of toll+eomewhere in the old buliding, but 
the Murnanes have never admitt they 
were mrereeenore of money.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—The football sea- 
g0n.just closed shows more deaths and 
more serious accidents than any season in 
the history of the game. The minor acci- 
dents have been fewer. 

The season opened Bent. 4 and closed 
with the Thanksgiving game between Cor- 


nell. and Pennsyivania. 

During that time there were five deaths 
and thirty-three serious iniuries, while the 
minor accidents ran up into the hundreds, 

These figures give those opposed to foot- 
ball the opportunity to decry the game. 

e friends of the game offer in rebuttal 
the fact that 2.000 players have participat- 
ed in games during the season, which places 
the death percentage at one in 3600, while 
the serious injur.es were one in 748. This 
percentage,, they claim. is fess than that 
,; Shown by yachting, swimming, cycling, 

hunting and other sports. 

In many instances accidents such as brok- 
en ribs and thumbs are not recorded. The 
number of deaths this vear is unusually 
large, but football Is on the increase, and 
this will account for the larger percentage 
of deaths. A peculiar incident is notice- 
able in the list of serious injuries, the num- 
ber comprising many different kinds of mis- 
haps. The list is as follows: 

Collar bones broken, 5. 

Legs broken, 4 

Ribs broken, 4. 

Skulls fractured, 8. 

Torn ligaments of leg, 3. 

Shoulder bones broken, 2. 

Nose broken concussion of the brain, 
ruptured kidney, wrist broken, collar bone 
dislocated, ankle sprained. leg dislocated, 
elbow socket broken, dislocated knee, car- 
tilage of ribs torn, ankle broken, thumb 
broken and dislocated knee make up the 
other accidents.

THREE TAYLORS OF RENOWN. 


Men of That Name Who Have Held 
Mile Cycle Record. 

Since the days of Willie Windle, when 
that wonderful record-breaker brought the 
one-mile bicycle record across the Atlantic, 
wrestirg it from Fred J. Osmond,. who 
held the mark at 2:16, three Taylors have 
held the record. Windle was the holder of 


the mile record in 1891, the figures being 
2:15. This stood for a long time, and the 
speed merchants used to dream of the time 
when the figures would be wiped off the 
slate. In fact, they were just as anxious 
to smother that 2:15 as Harvard is to beat 
Yale on the football gridiron. It was at this 
time that the first Taylor nggreres on the 
scene—by the way, he is a Harvard man— 
‘n the person of George F. Taylor of Ips- 
wich, Mass. He had two trials at it, and 
when he had finished the new record was 
2°11. his was regarded as something won- 
derful, and Taylor was interviewed as to 
how he felt to travel so fast, and the man 
with the pencil told just how many revolu- 
‘(ions of the pedals it Was necessary to make 
to do 2°11. 

It was shortly after this that Jullan P. 
Bl.ss, the Chicago man, made a national 
reputation. While traveling in the East 
on the Chicago Cycling Club team, Bliss 
did 2:13 and a fraction at Columbus, O., be- 
ing paced by his team mates, Van Sicklen, 
Lumsdén and Munger. This gave the Chi- 
cago man the honor of being the second 
man to get inside of 2:15 and was the first 
step in his record-breaking career. In the 
record table it will be found that Bliss has 
figured very prominently. George F. Tay- 
lor’s career as a record breaker was brief, 
but brillant. He was satisfied with the 
mile mark, and from that time on devoted 
himself to competition work, finally retir- 
ing in 18%. He is now a dentist in an East- 
ern city. 

The next Taylor to get the mile record 
was Edward Taylor, the French lad, now 
in this country. His backers spell his name 
Edouard Taylore to distinguieh him from 
the colored man, but he is really of En- 
glish parentage, having been reared and ed- 
ucated in France. Taylor won his mile 
epurs at Willow Grove track last summer 
when he landed J. Platt-Betts’ record of 
Im. 3s; The French boy made a splendid 
ride, the watches clocking 1m. 32 3-5s when 
he crossed the tape for. the third and laat 
t:me, Then it was thought that the mark 
would stand for a year at least. but that 
wonderful bit of ebony, Major Taylor. has 
spoiled all ealculations and :

Huffman has paid all his debts, his farm 
at Greenvi'le is unfneumbered, and he has 
a select and well-bred bunch of sixteen 
thoroughbreds stabled in his barn. 


Huffman’s hone for a profitable season, 
the coming vear, will he in his present 
vearlings.

Should John W. Schorr decide to start W. 
Overton for this stake, neither Huffman 
nor anyone else will have anything to say 
about the d'eposition of the end of the 
purse accruing to the winner of the race.

allowing his men to enjoy the benefit of 
the contribution was taat the money had 
not been sent to him, and therefore a 
slight had been put upon him. 

Mr. Eugene C. Slevin, the attorney, con- 
ducted the correspondence relative to the 
contribution.

STAR DISTANCES 
AND DEPTHS OF SPACE. 


ROM Astronomy, a jolnt work by Miss Ag- 
eee 


nes M. Clerke, Prof. A. Fowler and Mr. J. 
ri. Gore, recently issued as a volume of the

nomical epinion on this subject: 

First, as to the number of the visible stars, the 

idea entertained many that their 

or, at any rate, too 
reat to be estimated, is due to a complete Ix- 
norance of telescopic revelation Tt is true that, 
to. a certain extent, the larger the telescope used 
in the examination of the heavens the more the 
number of the stara seems to increase; but Wwe 
now know that there is a limit to this Increase 
of telescopic vision. And the evidence clearly 
shows that we are rapidly approaching the limit. 

It is now the opinion of those astronomers who 
‘Sare studied this particular question that the 
number visible through our largest telescopes does 
not exceed 100,000.00—a large number, it is true, 
but by no means an infinite number—and there 
ere reasons for believing that this number will 
not be materially increased by any increase in 
selescopic power, 

Next, as to the distribution of the stars in 
space, fully nine-tenths of them lle along the 
Milky Way—within the limits of a girdle of the 
heavens some §© degrees wide. This Milky Way 
has long been one of the great enigmas of the 
heaven®?. That it really forms a ring of stare in 
space, there is strong evidence to show. Sir Wtl- 
liam Herschel’s original theory that the galactic 
aleam is due to our sun being situated near the 
center of an indefinite stratum of stars—the ‘‘disce 
theory,”’ ee it is termed—was abandoned by its fl- 
lustrious author in his later writings, and is now 
considered to be wholly untenable by nearly all 
astronomers who have studied the subject. Sir 
John Herschel remarks that the general aspect 
of the galaxy near the Southern Cross indicates 
“that the ‘Milky Way, !In thie neighborhood, at 
any rate, is really what it appears to be, a belt, 
or zone of stars separated from us by a starless 
interyal.”’ 

Photography has in recent vears added very 
materially to our knowledge of the structure of 
the Milky Way, and sustaine fully the view that 
it is really an irregular ring, or girdle of etars— 
possibly of comparatively small bodies—all at es- 
sentially the same distance from us, and that i* 
has net that profound depth which the elder 
Hirschel imagined it to have. Photographs of the 
Milky Way, particularly those taken by Prof. 
Rarnard in the last six or eight yeare, show it 
unmistakably to be cloud-like in its formation. In 
other words, the Milky Way presents tn its photo- 
graphs the same appearance as it does to the 
naked cye, but brought out with greater dia- 
tinctness, particularly when the pictures are 
looked at from a little distance and in the proper 
light. These pictures have a curious flaked or 
curdled appearance. Here and there in them are 
spots of more than the average brightness, sug- 
geative of a gathering and condensation of ths 
“star dust” in these places, and here and thers 
are darker portions, some of them almost des- 
titute of star, spots nearly black. which have all 
the appearance of openings ina cloud, and which 
convey the Impression that here our vision pene- 
trates through the Milky Way to a dark starloss 
region beyond. : 

One of the results of thie discovery of the es- 
sentially cloudiike character of the Milky Way 
fs to contract immensely the lHmits of the un!- 
verse, as it was conceived to be by Herschel. 
There ts no longer any sufficient reason for sup- 
posing that the realm of etars extends any far- 
ther in the plane of the Milky Way than in any 
other direction. How far it extends in any di- 
rection is a matter of which we are as yet pro- 
feundiy ignorant. Rut this, at least, is certain 
thiew exaggerated notions of possible etar-dis-

LAW AND JUSTICE 
IN QUEER FORMS. 


N Russia there are at present only 993 advo- 
cates of all classes—one for every 20,000 in- 
habitants. 

The will of George A. Ward of Abingdon, IIL, 
contained a bequest of his false teeth to the Con- 
gregational Church. The church accepted the 
legacy and sold the teeth for $7. 

A girl serving a life sentence in the Anamosa 
(Io.) penitentiary recently committed suicide by 
eating epiders. A bag of spiders was found in 
the cell after her death, and a post-mortem exam- 
ination revealed the insects in her stomach. 

Justice W. W. Morrison of Knoxville, Tenn., re- 
cently gave a notable illustration of the amazing 
resources of the magisterial mind. One Thomas 
‘Qdum had taken unto himself a wife, a Miss 


Nora Knight. It seems that the ceremony took 
place suddenly, unostentatiously, an@ without dus 
notice to the parents of the bride. After [he 
nuptials the young wife repaired to the home of 
her south to see what she could get together In 
the shape of a trousseau, and the father, learning 
the truth, prevented hee by force and arms frum 
returning to her awaiting spouse. Thereupon Mr. 
Odum hied him to the halls of justice to ascertain 
what the strong arm of the law could do_for 
him. Justice Morrison without hesitation issued 
a writ of replevin for the wife and the Constabie 
levied upon her and restored her to the husband. 

In commenting upon the merits of the jury syS- 
tem, the Chicago Law Journal cites a remarkable 
murder case which arose in Maine. The evidence 
was wholly circumstantial, but was so etrongly 
convincing that all reasonable doubt was removed 
from the minds of lawvers and laymen alike. 
Mctive and opportunity were clearly established. 
Threats against the deceased were proven. The 
weapon which was krown to have been the in- 
strument of death was recognized as belonging to 
the accused. That the jury would find a verdict 
of guilty was not questioned, Retiring, they de- 
liberated for some time and then returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty. The public was amazed, law- 
yers dumb, and the court confounded. When the 
deliberations of the jury were disclosed it was 
discovered that 11 of the 12 were jn favor of con- 
viction. The twelfth juryman, with convincing 
unction argued upon the dangers ard fallacies of 
circumstantial evidence and conviction thereon. 
He brought the othere over to his way of think- 
ing. Years came and went, and at last the Pale 
Steel halted at the door of the twilfth juryman, 
who, before mounting, wrote out a confession 
that he himself was the murderer, After this, 
who would question the efficacy and integrity 
of the jury system? 

Lawyers are ingenious advertisers. In one of 
the Middle States a lawyer emulates the $3-shoe 
man and the facial soap man, and prints his pic- 
ture on his letterhead. A Southern lawyer em- 
bellishes his stationery with a°-cartoon of a char- 
acter that certainly attracts attention. The cut 
represents a gamecock with neck feathers ruf- 
fled and wings dragging the ground speeding af- 
ter a forlorn hen; underneath are the words: 
“Hustling for Business.’’ An Illinois attorney 
caps the climax of absurdity. At a recent county 
fair he distributed cards six inches long bearing 
the following words: ‘“‘“Money—Do you want a 
loan on a farm? Ordo you want to buy a farm? 
Come in and borrw the money of me. I loan at 
stai.dard rates, with ali the best privileges. I am 
here to etay. Have you a lawsuit of any kind? 
Come to me. Come to me for legal advice. 1 
make chancery and damage suits specialties. Have 
you been slandered? Has your home been in- 
vaded and broken up? Come to me for help. 
Is your land title In bad shape? I can fix it. 
Have you any estate to settle? Come to me for 
help; I will fix it for you according to law, so 
that in after years you will have no trouble. If 
you are an old man and want to make your will I 
will assist you; I Know how to do it right, I 
know the law, and will tell you the truth about 
your case, Come to me, because others are com- 
ing cvery day and are satisfied with my work. 
Iam your triallawyer. Insurance—I have one of 
the oldcst and best insurance companies for farm 
and city property in existence, and will treat you 
right.”” An Arkansan, evidently a gentleman of 
eclot, gives his pedigree as follows: ‘“‘Thomas 
Jefferson Johneon—Was begat by the Republican 
party, Conceived by the Goddess of Liberty, Ed- 
ucated at the plew-handies, Emancipated by 
Abraham Lincoln, Defended by Grant, Baptized 
by Charles Sumner, Led Into the church by Fred 
Douglass, Brought up under John ‘A. Logan, 
Taught the articles of faith by’ Powell Clayton, 
Once in the Republican party, never out,” . 

Tuo judge from the number of lawyers who 
have recently taken their lives it would seem 
that the canon against se!f-slaughter is losing ite 
terrcrs for the profession. On Sept. 9, Emmanuel 
J. T’age of Wissahickson, Pa., drowned himself 
in the Delaware River. On Sept. 26 Judge John 
Armstrong of Washington, D. C., committed sui- 
cide by jumping from a ferry-boat. Walter L. 
Thompson, a well-known New York lawyer, killed 
himeelf on Sept. 22 by drinking carbolic acid; 
and on Oct. 10 George K. Wilcox, Assistant Judge 
of the Town Court in East Hartford, Conn., took 
his life in the same manner. On Oct. 13 William 
S. Rogers of Syracuse, N. Y., hanged himself in 
the cellar of his home. 


LONG LIFE NOW 
AND IN THE PAST. 


Tos best statistical calculations give the 


average duration of life in Europe, without 
regard to the various countries comprieed 
in its geographical boundaries, as lying some- 
where between 26 and 33 years, an authority stat- 
ing that “the highest average occurs in countries 
where wealth, commerce and civilization aré 
most generally diffused, the lowest where poverty 
and ignorance and despotism prevail.’’ This Is 
strongly illustrated by the fact that while in 
Ergland the rate of mortality is said to be 2% 
per cent, In Russia the returns—although it 
must be borne ir mind these are of no more re- 
cent date than 1842—exhibited a mortality for the 
entire empire of 3% per cent, exceeding this in cer- 
tain provinces. Yet in Russia there are ae many 
cases of exceptional longevity as in England. The 
United States exhibits a surprisingly low deain 
rate according to the census of 1890. The popula- 
tion is given as 62,831,900), and the total number 
of deaths, exclusive of Indians on reservations, 
as 872,94. This shows a death rate of a littie 
more than 11-3, which would indicate an ex- 
ceptionally high duration of human life, although 
statistics on that subject are not furnished. 
The most noted long livers were the ante- 
diluvians. As given by Moses, they are as fol- 
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Many modern doubting Thomases attempt to 
explain the long lives of the ante and post-dilu- 
vian fathers by claiming that the years ascribed 
to these wonderfully aged men are lunar years, 
consisting of about 30 days. If that were the case 
ALraham, who we are told died “In a good old 
age,”’ could have been not more tham 16 years 
ol4. So that contention can be dismisaed.. The 
learned Josephus attempted to give the ble 
reasons why God so prolonged the Uif¢ of man tn 
the earlier ages of the world, and as to the subor- 
dinate means by which this might have been ac 
complished in this way: “For these ancients were 
beloved of God, and lately made by God him- 
self; and because thelr food was then fitter for 
the prolongation of Wife, they might well live 
so great a number of gears; -_ because God 
afforded them a longer time of life on account 
of their virtue and the good use they made of It 
in astronomical end geometrical discoveries, 
which woukd not have afforded the time for fore- 
telling the periods of the @tars unless they had 
ttved 600 years, for the great year is completed in 
that interval” 

To this an eminent Biblical scholar has replied: 
“Josephus enumerates four causes of -

“HKiow far the antediluvians had adyanced in act- 
entific research generally, and in ‘astronomical 
discovery particularly, we are not informed, por 
can we place any dependence upon what Josephus 
saves about the two inecribed pillars which re- 
mained from the old world. We are not, there- 
fore, able to determine, with any confidence, that 
God permitted the earlier generations of man 
to live so long In order that they might arrive ata 
hich degree of mental excellence. From the brief 
notices which the scriptures afford of the char- 
acter and habits of the antediluvians, we should 
rather infer that they had not advanced ‘ery far 
in discoveries in natural and experimental phil- 
osophy. We must suppose that they did not re- 
duce theic language to alphabetical order, nor 
wre it necessary to do so at a time when human 
life was so prolonged that the tradition of the cre- 
ation passed threugh only two hands to Noah. 
It would seem that the book ascribed to Enoch 
work of post-diluvian origin. Possibly a 
of mental employment, together with the 
labor they endured ere they were able to ex- 
tract from the earth the necessaries of life, 
might have some been of the proximate causes of 
that degeneracy which led God itn judgment to 
destroy the old world, If the antediluvians heean 
to bear children at the age of an average of 19, 
and if they ceased to do so at 6 years, thé 
world might then have been far more densely pop- 
uleted than it ts now. Supposing moreowr, that 
the earth was no more productive antecedently 
than it was subsequently to the flood, and that 
the antediluvian fathers were tenorant of those 
mechanical arts which so much abridge human 
labor now, we can easily understand how difficult 
they must have found it to secure for th€mselves 
the common necessaries of life, and this the more 
80 if animal] food was not allowed them. 


“The prolonged life, then, of the generations 
before the flood would seem to havé been rather 
an evil than a blessing, leading as it did to the 
too rapid peopling of the earth. We can readily 
concelve how this might conduce to that awful 
state of things expressed in the words, ‘And the 
whole earth was filled with vio'ence.’ In the ab- 
sence of any well-regulated system of govern- 
ment we can imagine what evils must have arisen: 
the unprincipled would: oppress the weak, the 
crafty would outwit the unsuspecting, and, not 
baving the fear of God before their eyes, destruc- 
tion and misery would be in their ways. Stifl we 
must admire the providence of God in the longev- 
ity of man immediately after the creation and 
flood. After the creation, when the world was to 
be peopled by one man and one woman, the age 
of the greatest part of those on record was 900 
and upwards But after the flood, when there 
were three couples to. repeople the earth, none 
of the patriarchs, except Shem, reached the age 
of 500, and only the three first of his line, viz., 
Arphaxid, Selab and Eber, came near that eze, 
which was in the first century after the flood. In 
the second century we do not find that any at- 
tained the age of %@, and in the third century 
(about the latter end of which Abraham was 
bern) none, except Terah, arrived at 200, by 
which time the world was so well peopled that 
they had built cities and were formed jnto dis- 
tinct nations under their respective kings.” 
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In 15 years Russia has sent 624,000 persons to 
Siberia, fully 100,000 relatives of prisoners having 
accompanied the exiles of their own free will.

CITY OF LONDON = 
AND THE LORD MAYOR 


ay City of London. over which the Lord 


Mayor is elected to rule, is not great met- 

ropolitan London, the largest city in the 
world, but a very insignificant part of it so far as 
territcry and population are concerned. It lies 
between the town of London and Westminster 
Abbey. and contains only 668 acres and a popula- 
tion of about 50.000 people. It is divided into 26 
wards. some of which cover but a few acres of 
ground, the largest of them having but a very 
few voters. and these are known only to the 
ward clerks. Each ward elects an Alierman, 
who serves for life, and who, tn due time, be- 
comes Lord Mavor. with a salary of 10,000 pounds 
and an immense amount of patronage. 


In order to be a citizen of London you must be 
a member of one of the numerous guilds or asso- 
ciations which are at the foundation of the mu- 
nicipal government. No person who did not be- 
long to one ef these guilds could carry on bust- 
ness In the old ttmes within the walls of Lon- 
don. They were the original of modern labor or- 
ganizations, the closest and most jealous kind of 
corporations If any one wanted to egell fish he 
was obliged to join the fishmongers’ guild. or if 
he wanted to make and sell clothes he must join 
the taflors’ guild. And so of the mercers. the 
goldsmiths, the drapers, the blacksmiths and all 
the rest. As time went on these guilds hecame 
very rich and powerful, often obtaining addition- 
al monopolies from the English kings or from 
Parliament in return for loans of money, and 
these privileces and monopolies they have de- 
fended and held on to with all their might and 
skill. 

Te be given “the freedom of the city” by the 
guilds of London or of any British or Irish city 
is a very different thing from what ts called “the 
freedom of the city’ In this country. Here {ft ts 
of little or no sienificance, and if it means any- 
thing it is that some certain excess of hospitality 
is accorded to the city’s ruestea present on some 
perticular occasion of, joliity or junketing. Rut 
when the freedom of the City of London is grant. 
ed to any person he receives a reguiar grant of 
citizenship on parchment. which gives him all 
the privileres of the particular guild or guilds 
making the grant. He is a freeman of the city.’ 
and can carry on business as euch and vote at 
electicns. He becomes a fishmonger, a merchant 
or a goldsmith, as the case may be 


Of course these grants have long heen merely 
honorary when conferred upon distinguished per- 
sone. When Gen. Grant was given the “freedom 
of Lendon In a gold box,” on the occasion of his 
visit to England after his Presidency, he received 
the honor with a parchment In an actual goid 
box, and Lord Kitchener received the same dis- 
tinction the other day. 

The manner of electing a Lord Mayor is ag fol- 
lows: On Michaelmas day—the 29th of September 
—in each vear the members of these companies 
or guilds semble in the Guild Hall and nomi- 
nate the | senior Alderman who have not al- 
ready held office of Lord Mayor. These nom. 
inations a: ubmitted to the Board of Alder. 
men who ..«ct one of them as Lord Mayor, usu. 
ally the senior In office, though once tn a while 
thero will be a contest, when the senior Alder. 
man for any reason is unpopular with the board. 
But as a rule it is a cut-and-dried affair the 
neriors taking the office in rotation as the years 
Dess. 

The %h of November is Lord Mayor's Day, when 
all London turns out to see the Lord Mayor's 
show. It is always a great occasion, In which the 
populace delights. 

The, most ancient royal houses of Europe and 
oldest peerages are but of yesterday when com- 
pared with the chief magistracy of L4ndon. Re- 
fore Edward the Confessor reigned it was old, 
for the city of London dates back to a time 
when Britons still posseawed the land. In thas 
long line there are many distinguished and some 
historic fames—men who well knew how to de- 
fend the rights and privileges of the city.

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OZONE, WHAT IT IS 
AND ITS MANY USES 


HE time comes when ogone, “the smell of 
T electricity,” may be had at the corner gto- 
cery and no housewife will be without it. 
Ozone has been known for nearly ® years as ope 


of the marvelous constituents of the alr, but & 
la ‘only recently thet actentists have learned its 
magical uses for practical industrial purposes, 
Now they offer it for the bleaching of fabrics, 
yarns, wax and fata; sterilizing drinking water? 
drying and thickening olls; maturing wires and 
spirits; sweetening foul beer barrels: seasoning 
linoleum; aging wood for musical 
monufacturing artificial nerfumes: treating 
oll; purifying eturch and dextrine; manufactert 
vinegar; and a score of other similar pu 
In the treatment of disease It is most efficacious, 
Excellent results have been obtained in the treat 
ment of anaem'a, whooping cough, materia. tu- 
berculosis, wounds, and it is used for purifying 
hospital wards) Many other examples of the use- 
fulness of ozone might be cited, but the foregoing 
important ones w'll show the wonderful diverstt 
and the consequent extent of the fleld awai 
thie substance. Experiments show that many pus- 
ziing phenomena have owed thete being to thé 
presence in the atmosrvhere of large quantities 
of oxone. It follows that in any Industrial prer 
cess in which air fs a quickening factor, 
will find ready use because, to put it popularly, it 
is a especies of concentrated air. Until lately a 
test of the matter of Its great usefulness was not 
possible berause ozone could not be made in 
very large quantities. ‘ 
Andreoll, Otto, Yarnold, Stemens and Halske, 
all have produced ozore apparatus, but Andre- 
ol! is the ackuowledred high priest of the craft, 
He ts a Londoner and his researches on the eub- 
ject of ozone have been followed with interest 
by Furopean savants J. B. C. Kershaw its ané 
other Engifshman who has given much study ¢o 
the theory and practice of ozone production, Of 
couse it is the ability to produce the substance 
in lnree quantities that gives value to it. Ite 
presence in the nel@hborhood of electrical dis- 
charges was known very long ago. Van Maru 
called it the “amel!l of electricity.” Its chem! 
formula ts the same as for oxygen, but tn cone 
sidering it thus, It must be rewarded In the samé 
relation as the diamond bears to a lump of coal 
both are carbon. If a quantity of ozone is pla 
for conaeideration beside an equal wet Fy 
oxygen, it will be found that the mass of ozone 
contains one-third more of oxygen than the other. 
Flectrical discharges in the atmosphere produce 
it readily. Its pungent odor can be noticed around 
the poles of a static machine when the glass plates 
are revolving Produced in this way it escapes, 
or rather reverts to its original form in the at- 
mosphere. But it may be confined easily. For 
instance. if the two poles of the electric machiné 
were to be continued by means of w through 
the sides of a large glass tube so that sparks 
would be generated inelde the tube, the air 
flowing in one end of the tube would be ozonized 
and ozone would flow from the other end of the 
tube. All commercial ozonizers are built on this 
principle. Condensers are used to generate ozone 
within a chamber. Ale is kept flowing through 
this chamber at a rapid rate. It goes in one side 
of the apparatus as air; it comes out the other 
side as ozone. The ozone its not allowed to es- 
cape, but ts confined tn special portable chambers 
or in permancnt chambers when it is intended to 
be used on the premises, 


Ozone is merely electrified air, and any appa- 
ratus will produce itt which will very rapidiy 
charge a heavy flow of air. The endeavor in all 
the apparatus now In use is to multiply this elec- 
trolizing effect. Andreoll’s ozoniger is an odd aDb- 
pearing affair. Clamped within a frame ie a se- 
ries of aluminum and glass plates standing on 
edge. First there is a flat aluminum plate: then 
a plate composed of a great number of aluminunt 
wires stretched across a flat wooden frame: next 
another glass plate; then another flat aluminum 
plate, and so on tndefinitely, or unti) the “unit” 
or ozonizer is made up. The glaes plates are in- 
tended insulators between the two kinds of alum- 
inum plates, The latter are charged with a heavy 
alternating current. The whole apparatus is con- 
fined within a chamber. Air is pumped rapidly 
thrcugh this chamber. The alternating current 
in endeavoring to flow between the two kinds of 
aluminum plates electrifies the air and the re- 
sult is ozone at the other “end” of the mae 
chine. Thé quantity now produced is 01 grammes 
per horee-power per hour. 


It is moet Interesting to see an ozoniser at work 
and to note its various fields of usefulness. The 
appearance of every ozone plant depends on the 
kind of work to be done with the apparatus. The 
purgent smelling substance makes ite presence 
knuwn ag soon as one not used ta it enters the 
chamber in which it is made. The sensation ia 
one’s nose and throat is not altogether plqasant. 
It is choking to some persons; simply annoying to 
others. Many persons cannot stand it at all; 
others do not mind it tn the least. In the day- 
time the odor is most apparent within the chame- 
ber; at night the odor ie forgotten in view of. the 
spectacular features of the apparatus. The ac- 
tion of the glass and metal plates as the strong 
current of electricity plays on them is beautiful, 
When the current is furned on a slight phosphor- 
escense appears all over the plates, growing inte 
a great glow, which spreads over the apparatus 
and finally fills and lights up the room. Photor 
graphs of the ozonizers have been taken with 
no other light than that contained tn this glow. 
It is like the tllumination of vacuum tubes. Yet 
this glow is one of the thistgs to be guarded againat 
by the ozone manufacturers. For it generates 
heat, and heat fn its turn destroys ozone. 6o, 
while the spectacle may be beautiful, it ts not 
economic. The perfect oszonizer has no glow. 
The apparatus Ii« «lent and except for the pungent 
odor or the illumination it would not be suspect- 
ed of being capable of wresting from the air its 
most vital principle and hurling it off, to a) 
used in the arts and tndustries, As an indrstrial 
preposition it is beautiful, for all it needs is 
plenty of fresh alr to make it a working sUc- 
cess, while. what is more important to mante 
facturere, there are no annoying by-products te 
cause a waste. 


The application of ozone is a simple enough 
process. In getting woot for musical instri- 
ments the timber is merely given an ozone bath., 
Wires and liquors are impregnated with osone.

He is 86 years old, and the greater part of 
his life has been passed in Minneapolis.

Everyone always has called him ‘Jim," 
and always will, and he loses no dignity 
thereby. Some who worked with him and 
who haven't been in Minneapolis of late 
years were surprised when the news came 
that he had been nominated. But it didn’t 
seem so remarkable after consideration. 
Minneapolis has had some strange and 
fearsome wild fowl posing as Mayors in the 
last decade. It had tried nearly every kind 
of Mayor except a newspaper man. 

Minneapolis is normally a Republican 
eity, and Gray is eaturated by Democracy, 
Dut there was little doubt that he would 
be elected. He carried the c!ty by more 
than 6000, while other men on his ticket 
were defeated. It was a personal triumph.

The family came to 
America when “Jim” was 4 yeare old and 
Settied in Bellevue, Io. The boy went to 
school and sold papers after hours. He 
Was particularily stormg on current events, 

When he was 18 Gray concludede that 
Bellevue was not large enough. He went 
to Minneapolis, where he found a place in 
@ sash. door and blind factory. About that 
time the State University was beginning to 
make pretensions of be. ng a serious insti- 
tution. “Jim” Gary concluded that he 
should have a college education. 

The problem of working one’s way 
through college in Minneapolis is eefious, 
because there are so many boys trying it. 
Gray acted as university reporter for a 
newspaper end delivered papers to homes. 
In the summer he went surveying, acted as 
hotel clerk er did anything elee that of- 
fered. 


He was popular in the university because 
he was honest, whdle-souled and lovable. 
He was made valedictorian of his clags. 
Naturally enough he drifted to a newe- 
paper as a reporter. He received probably 
about $10 a week. 

As I remember Gray, he was a fairly 
good reporter, with a strong inclination 
to “‘hustling,’’ but somehow he managed 
to achieve results. He didn’t appear es- 
pecially serious and things didn’t worry 
him as a rule. 
ing. He found time to read, 

Everybody respected him, and this feel- 
ing he never lost. There is no evil] in 
‘“Jim'’ Gray. I don’t mean that he is a 
truly good young man, He is too human 
for that. And he has a nimble and dainty 
wit. There is nothing venomous in it. It 
strikes deep at times, for he hates shama, 
but there is in it no malice.

After % 
time he was called upon to respond’to “The 
Press’’ at banquets. Gray isn’t eloquent, bait 
his speeches are graceful, witty and felici- 
tous. He looks at things from quaint view- 
points; there is a solid foundation of 
thought supporting what he says. Of late 
years he has been called the Chauncey M. 
Depew of the Northwest, -for his after-din- 
ner speeches led to his making other ad- 
dresses, Of late the Democratic party in 
Minneapolis has been rather shy of young 
blood that could surge forth in oratory. 

When Gray was proposed for Mayor, it 
Was patural that people ehould open their 
eyes. They Knew Gray was trustworthy, 
able and above all manly. His friends 
worked with all their might. The news- 
paper men especially ere with him. When 
men who have been in constant associa- 
tion with a man for 18 years and know 
his habits and his philosophies give their 
judgment of him, {ft ts to be relied upon. 
The result of this election will be curious. 
gray proposes to give Minneapolis a news- 
paper administration. He will fill appoint- 
ive offices with newspaper men. He will 
make police reporters detectives, and the 
people of Minneapolis wonder how it will 
turn out. They are pretty certain that 
Gray will give them something that has 
been lacking—a strong, fearless adminie- 
tration. He is that kind of @ man.

All that ie required to use the new pro- 
cess is a live wire carrying fifty volts of 
electricity, stick of carbon and a piece of 


asbestos to protect the hands.

Go what its claimed for it, by safe movers. 
As yet no evidence of the scheme having 
been employed by burglars has come to 
light, but skilled safe-bi eakers are not slow 
to adopt improvemente in their line of 
work, and the invention has added another 
cause for apprehension to the long list 
that bankers and other oustodians of large 
gums have. 

An immense safety deposit vault of fard 
epring steel. one and one-quarter inches 
thick under the Lafayette bank building in 
Cincinnati! is @bout to be removed in sec- 
tions by means of the electrical boring pro- 
-coss, by James Stacey, of the Stacey Eleo- 
trica) Manufacturing Co. 

The idea is not new. It has simply lacked 
practical tests. é 

By an Electrician. 

“It hag been ascertained that electricity 
gill burn through any thickness of steel,” 
gaid Mr. Rubelman. “In fact, p'’atinum, 
the hardest metal, is not proof against it. 
The only requirements are a power house, 
a cable and oarbon with asbestos to pro- 
tect the hands. A current of © volts is 
sufficient to penetrate steel two inches in 
thickness. A hole large enough to admit a 
man of orcinary size could be bored in 10 
or 15 minutes. 

‘The safe belonging to the Lafayette 
Rank of Cincinnati is @ feet long 13 feet 
wide and seven feet high. It will be no 
difficulty to cut {t into small sections. A 
good burglar, providing he could get close 
enough to a vault to operate on it, could

opening wire. A slight mistake might re- 
sult in the electrocution of the operator, 
However, that should not deter the ambi- 
tious burglar. The man who has the me- 
chanical knowledge and the patience re- 
quired to drill through a safe door and 
pick a combination lock could easily mas- 
ter the electrical method. 
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“The current could be procured by tap- 
Ping any electric light wire, a simple mat. 
ter. The wire carrying the current is 
Joined to @ piece of heavy cable about one 
feot long, which terminates in a stick of 
carbon, When the current is turned on 
the carbon becomes heated to a degree that 
no blast furnace could produce. It 
will burn through any substance with 
which it comes in contact. 

“The operator holds the cable and drawe 
the point of the carbon slowly along the 
line to be cut, pressing it Ormiy against 
the metal. 

“Asbestos gloves are to pro- 

Tt ts also 


necessary for the operator to wear colored 
glasses, for the intense white glow from 
the carbon is biincing to the naked eye. 

“I do not thipk that my giving this in- 
formation can fesult In any harm, for if 
burglars do not know the process now they 
will discover it as soon as operations are be- 
gun on the Cincinnati vault. On the con- 


trary, banks and trust companies may take ° 


warning from this and prepare themselves 
to oppose the new danger.” 


What a Burglar Thinks. 


Frank Loire, burglar and safe-bloweh 
who ts In the jail waiting to be transferred 
to the penitentiary for a fifteen-year term, 
thinks well of the electrical scheme te 
facilitate hig business. but bas a whole 
some regard for the risks of electrocution.

Mother MoKiniey, ag she was called by 
@n admiring nation—neare? the border land 
of the great unknown, !t was her gentlences 
emi eweatness that made her beloved by all 
Who knew her. Calm, cheerful, with her 
¢im eyes alwayt looking hopefully te the 
futur, never regretfully at the past, this 
great canes who lived to see her great- 
ne@s reflected in her son died or hand 
gy with her 

It wae always @ great pleasure to Presi- 
Gent MoKinley to honor his mother, and in 
many of his speeches he has Geciared thet 
his success in life was due to her, since her 
Girecting min@ shaped his ideals of early 
manhood and her devotion to principle tn- 
Stilled in him the ideas of right and wrong 
more powerfully than any precept. 

Prominent both in the socta! and the 
religious world, Mother MoKinley was a!- 
Ways the same quietly dignified simple 
gentiewoman. 

“We are just plain people and we live 
very quietly, and don't care for notorie- 

, @he ence sald to @ reporter. “It is 
true that I am fond of William, and his 
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honors that can be heaped upon him. To 
be called a great man is an honor, I know, 
but to be called a good man is the high- 
est praise of all.” That was the speech 
of a good mother. 

His tenderness and devotion to her was 
very marked when during the heat of 
the presidential campaign he remained in 
Canton to be near her, and every day 
found time to pay her the daily visit that 
he knew she expected. 

Mrs. William McKinley has always been 
proud of the deference and devotion her 
husband showed to his aged mother, for 
she also had a mother who deserved to be 
called a great woman, 

Mrs. James A. Saxton, Mrs, McKinley’s 
mother, wae born and raised in Canton, 
and in that little Western village she made 
an ideal home for her little family. She was 
@ vety busy woman, for there was s0 much 
ehe wanted to do for her dear ones, and the 
two daughters, brought up under her lov- 
ing care, have borne with them in their 
high places of life the memory of a good 
mother’s teachings. Mrs. Saxton was known 
for her graciousness and goodness, and her 
tact and charming manners made her house 
the center of the social life of the village. 
She taught her daughter the value of self- 
reliance, self-culture, independence and 
practica] thought and action. This early 
training accounts for much of the fresh- 
mess, originality, kindness and self-polse 
that has marked the present lady oft the 
White House, 

It was Mrs. Saxton’s earnest endeavor to 
give her daughters careful moral training

to fill their minds with lofty ideas, and to 
make them, not idlers in the world, but do- 
mestic, home-loving wives and mothers. 
When Mrs. McHinley’s first little girl was 
born she said softiy: “I want to call her 
Katie. That is the sweetest name in the 
world to me, because it is my mother’s 
name.”’ 

“I did not have my mother very long,” 
eaid the great inventor, “but in that length 
of time she cast over me an influence that 
has lasted al! my life. The good effecis of 
her early training I can never lose. If it 
had not been for her appreciation and her 
faith in me at a critical time in my experi- 
ence I ghould very likely never have be- 
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come an inventor. You see my mother was 
a Canadian girl who used to teach school in 
Nova Scotla. 


“She belleved that many of the boys who 
turn out bad by the time that they grow 
to manhood would have become valuable 
citizens if they had been handled in the 
right way when they were young. Her 
years of experience ag a school teacher 
taught her many things about human nat- 
ure, and especially about boys. It was al- 
ways her plan to lead a boy, never to drive 
him. Adter she married my father and 
became a mother she applied that same 
theory to me 

“Il was always a wild, careless boy, and, 
wth a mother of different mental caliber, 
I should probably have gone to the dogs. 
But her firmness, her sweetness, her good- 
ness were potent powers to keep me in the 
right path. 

“I remember that I used never to de able 
to ret along at school, I don’t know now 
why it was, but I was alwavs at the foot 
of my clase. I used to feel that the teach- 
ers never eympathized with me and that 
my father thought I was stupid, and at 
last I almost decided that I must really be 
a dunce, My mother was always kind. 
always sympathetic, and she never mis- 
understood or misjudged me. But I was 
afraid to tell her of my difficulties at 
echool for fear that she, too, might lose 
confidence in me. 

“One day I overheard a teacher tell the 
inspector that I was ‘addled’ and it 
wouldn’t be worth while keeping me in 
achool any longer. I was 60 hurt by this 
last straw that I burst out crying and 
went home and told my mother about It. 
Then I found out what a good thing a 
good mother was. That act on my part 
was the turning point In my career. She 
came out as my strong defender. Mother 
love was aroused; mother pride wounded 
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to the quick. She brought me back to the 
school and angrily told the teacher he did 
not know what he was talking about, that 
I had more brains than he himself, and a 
lot more talk like that, In fact, she was 
the most enthusiastic champion a boy ever 
had, and I determined right then that I 
would be worthy of her and show her that 
her confidence was not misplaced. 

‘My mother was the making of me. She 
was so true, so sure of me; and I felt that 
I had some one to live for, some one I must 
not disappoint. The memory of that dear 
mother will always be a blessing to me.” 

Mary Perrin Dewey, the mother of the

They have 
aiso told them of a noble, earnets, dDrilliant 
woman-—-this mother they have never 
known. Her daughter, now Mrs. Greeley, 
was four years old when she was left mo- 
therless. She says of her: 

“My first vivid recollection of my mother 
was when my brother George and 1 were 
lifted for her last kiss. it was in the gray 
dawn of the morning of Sept. 8, 1843, that 
her gentle spirit winged its flight else- 
where and we were left motheriess,.” 

Senator Mark Hanna is another promi- 
nent man who owes much of what he is 
to-day to the loving care and influence of a 
good mother. Mrs. Hanna was one of the 
most beloved women in Oblo, possessed of 
strong character and of the graciousness 
and kindliness that go to make up ®& thor- 
oughly charming woman. Her husband,

and Mrs. Schley drove tn to dine with Gen. 
Winfleld Scott at the house of Mr. Edward 
Goldsborough. They took the baby with 
them, and it was upon this occasion the fu- 
ture Admiral received Os name. After- 
wanis seven other little ones came to 
brighten the old farm and to giadden the 
heart of the beautiful woman whose life 
was now centered In these wee bairnsa. But 
all of them dled except Admiral Schiey and 
one daughter, now Mre. Parks Fisher of 
Baltimore. Then when Scott Schley was 
only a little blue-eyed boy the gentie motn- 
er followed her little ones, and the mother- 
leas boy, then too young to realize his Ir- 
reparable loss, was left with only the faint 
memory 6f an angelic face that hed often 
been préeeed against his own, of sweet lips 
that klesed him and called him a thousan’ 
endearing names But the young mother 
transmitted to.her son many of her own 
charming traits of character—traitse that 
have been the strongest element in his suc 
cess.

If through my earnest prayers and 
haré Work any souls have been brought to

“It is a great honor to be the son of such 
a mother,” he has often said, “and I could 
not praise her enough. I do not know where 
to begin. In the first place, my mother was 
a very wise woman—wiser even than Solo- 
mon, for she knew how to bring up her 
children. My father died many years ago, 
leaving her with nine children and almost 
penniless. 

“The neighbors urged her to apprentice 
most of the boys, as she would surely 
break down under the strain of trying to 
support them and keep them in the paths 
of righteousness. But they did not under- 
stand the wonderful power of self-denial, 
the strength and holiness of the love of a 
mother like mine. Bravely she struggled 
along, willing to sacrifice everything in or- 
der to keep her children with her. And I 
believe we loved her as never a mother was 
loved before. The lessons she taught us we 
wiil never forget. Her beautiful life will 
always be an Inspiration to us. She brought 
us up to always be kind and helpful to ev- 
ery human cfeature. She made it a point 
never to gay an unkind word to any one, 
to always try to speak a word of comfort 
to the sorrowful, to show the erring the 
way back to the paths of the Lord. And 
she never withheld her hand from charity. 
Surely a woman of whom her sons can 
reverently and honestly say these things 
deserves to be called the eaintliest of 
mothers.’’

New York, Mayor Van Wyck, was a mem- 
ber of a famous Southern famil} which 
had held prominent positions tn the soctal 
and political life of the South.

from South Carolina to Saratoga every 
summer in a stage coach. The American 
branch of the family dates to the time of 
the original Samuel Maverick, ber great 
grandfather, who settled in South Carolina, 
Hie descendants, among whom was Samuel 
Maverick, the cattle king, became ex(reme- 
ly wealthy. At one time the principal por- 
tion of the town of Anderson was owned 
by the Mavericks, as well as Maverick ia 
Texas The name Maverick applied to un- 
branded cattle came te be used because 
“Old Sam,” as Mr. Maverick was called, 
was in the habit of roping tn all the cattle 
found roaming at large without a brand 
and claiming them as his own. Af one 
time in his career Samuel Maverick was 
worth $25,000,000. Thousands of acres of 
grazing land in Texas are still in the pos- 
session of the Van Wyck family.

D ©. TURNER of Macon, Mo., 18 
S about the smoothest thing in the 

way of a detective that ever peeped 
over the parapet. While he does not scorn 
remuneration for his services, his mission 
in life is to reunite those who are separ- 
ated, reclaim the erring and bring happl- 
mess to hearts estranged. He escorts the 
runaway wife back to her husband, heads 
off eloping youngsters, brings back the re- 
ecalcitrant husband, and in other ways 
promotes happiness and harmony and pro- 
tects the home. 

It is a fact that he acts as a spy for 
gain, but he does it- such a manner thet 
many whocurse him at the time biess him 
afterward. Every Christmas he receives a 
present from a certain young woman. She 
once ran away with a worthless fellow, 
but Turner, hot on the trail, overhauled 
them and prevented their marriage. She 
has never finished thanking him for his in- 
tervention. ; 

Turner is a natural detective. Even when 
he was a echool boy he could discover the 
cause of internal dissensions and feuds 
between different sets of pupils when the 
teachers failed utterly. He had a talent 
for locating trouble. Nothing pleased him 
better than running down the infantile out- 
laws who “sassed’”’ the teacher, threw 
stones at the little girl with the hole in 
her stocking and “played hookey’’ four 
times a week. All of this made him an 
object of hatred to the small boys, but 
their animosity did not deter Edward, the 
Boy Sleuth, from indulging in his favorite 
pastime of running down clews. He har- 
bored no animosity against his victims. It 
was simply his way of enjoying himself. 

Turner was born tn Louisiana, Mo., fn 
1857, but his parents moved to Macon be- 
fore he was old enough to tell the dif- 
ference between a hawk and a handsaw. 
As soon as he was grown he commenced 
to do police and detective work in earnest. 
First he was employed as a policeman at 
Macon. later he acted as special deputy 
sheriff and did guard duty at the Kansas 
& Texas mines at Bevier during the labor 
troubles there several years ago, when 
the operators were importing colored min- 
ers from Alabama. " 

But routine duty was not to his liking, 
end instead of serving a municipality he 
established a detective bureau for: himself. 
That wes 12 years ago. He has been a 
private detective ever since, and he has 
made the business pay. 

His first job was to locate an eloping 
couple from Quincy, Il. The man’s name 
Was Carlotta and the young lady was a 
Miss Weston. Turner arrested the couple 
on the authority of a telegram from Quin- 
cy, and held them at' Macon untif the 
irate parents arrived. 

During the wait Turner held some 
lengthy conversations witb the loving young 
couple. He jearned al] about them and 
came to the conclusion that it would be 
best for all parties concerned for them to 
wed, Accordingly from a relentless sleuth 
with his prey in hand he transformed him- 
self into a peacemaker between the couple 
and the old folks, and, when the latter ar- 
rived, induced them to permit the marriage. 
Turner was best man at the ceremony. The 
groom was profuse tn thanks and Iberally 
rewarded the detective whom he had pre- 
viously roundiy cursed. 

However, the course of true love didn't 
Fun smooth with the young couple for long 
@nd the wife ran away. The husband re- 
membered Turner and sent for him. He 
told him to hunt up his wife and try to 
Secure her forgiveness. Turner found the 
girl in Hanniba) working for meager pay 
at a hotel. Her eyes sparkled when she 
Baw him and she greci.d him as an old 
friend. When told that her husband sent 
for her she was at first incredulous. She 
had left in a fit of jealous anger, and 
when she discovered that her husband 
Teally cared enough, to send for her she 
was more than willing to go back. 

“The great trouble in pursuing eloping 
couples is that some hot-headed member of 
the girl's family ineists on accompanying 
you,” said Mr. Turner. ‘There is always 
@ father or brother and they are gencrally 
murderously mad and will shoot on sight 
if not aisarmed. ©n several occasions I 
have had to stand between trate brothers 
and their intended Victims. 1 generally try 
to get them to hand me their weapons. but 
even when they do that they will pick up a 
club or something in their frenzied efforts 
for revenge. 

"A year OF 80 ago an old gentleman living 
out east of here, Mr. Marcus, reported that 
his daughter had run away with a man 
who had been working for him. The girl. 
Ge said, was 17, and the young man was a 
geurneyman printer, who gave his name as 
Walter Lossing The old man was opposed 
Qo the marriage, because he knew nothing 
of the man and doubted the honesty of his 
fntentions. 

“IT went out in the neighborhood accom- 
panied by a brother of the girl, and in- 
quired for some of the girl's most intimate 
friends. You.can generally obtain more 
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sisted on accompanying me. When I 
reached Baring, on the Santa Fe [ailroad, 
I found that a couple answering the de- 
ecription I had had purchased tickets, for 
Fort Madison. I discovered later that that 
was only a ruse and that they were still in 
Baring. 

“They eluded us and we chased them 
through Knox and Adair Counties, and 
finally ran them down at Gibbs, a small 
town not far from Baring. I arrested them 
ani! took them to La Plata. At the depot 
the brother of the young lady drew a re- 
volver before I could stop him and held 
it to Lossing’s breast. I struck his arm 
and the ball went up fn the air. I turned 
him over to the Constable and brought the 
young couple down to the Macon fail. 

‘The father, in a great rage, was there, 
and Lossing began to plead with him to 
let him marry his daughter. The old man 
refused to listen to him for a long time, 
but finally saw that the best way out of 
the scréive was to have a wedding, and he 
hunted up a minister. They lived together 
happily unti] a few months ago, when the 
girl ran away. I received a letter the other 
day from the husband, asking me to try to 
find her and induce her to return.” 

Mr.. Turner says he cannot lay down a 
set of rules which, ff followed, would lead 
another man to success In his calling. In 
trying to locate a missing woman, he has 
observed that her girl companion or chum 
is the best source of information. Even 
if she doesn’t tell her friend where she 
has gone the chances are she has dis- 
cussed the places she would like to visit, 
and this is always a ciew to a woman's 
whereabouts. 

A runaway couple when they go to a hotel 
are always eager to get hold of a news- 
paper, and their actions when they run 
across the item they are looking for gives 
them away to the observing detective. 

Turner invariably succeeds in making 
friends with the persons he is after. He 
knows that his reconciling 
famlly differences ig in winning the good 
graces of the people he has been in quest 
of and then convincing them that a due 
regard for the laws of the land Its a surer 
passport to happiness than defiance of 
them. This ts also the case with eloping 
husbands or wives. A few months ago 
he overhceuled a couple of married elopers 
in a metropolis of Western Misgour!. The 
man we@a music teacher and had a beau- 
tiful young wife. The woman was the 
wife of a prominent merchant. 

After searching the hotels without finding 
the couple Turner took his station at the 
street railway junction, and was soon re- 
warded by the sight of the music teacher. 
No warrant had been issued for hia arrest. 
but Turner had a ponderous looking docu- 
ment, that might have contained something 
awful, and when he held ft before the teach- 
er’s eyes he wiited and begged to be allowed 
to escape. The husband and brother came 
up, and the ever-ready revolvers were 
jerked out, but the detective persuaded the 
relatives not to use them, 


Holding the tremendous paper over the 
teacher's head, Turner commanded him to 
lead the way to the woman. There was 4 
dramatic scene when the party entered her 
room. Turner had on his hands a weeping, 
penitent woman, an enraged husband and 
a shivering man. With a pistol in hand to 
prevent summary vengeance, he stood in 
the middle of the room and made a few 
practica) suggestions. The denouement of 
it all was a complete reconciliation between 
husband and wife, the withdrawel of the 
erring music teacher and the ascendency of 
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the dove of peace and happiness over the 
threatened household. 

The softest enap Turner ever had was a 
contract he made with a merchant of New 
Cambria to capture the latter's wife every 
time she ran away. She was inclined to De 
wayward, but after her return she was 80 
penitent and professed so earnestly her in- 
tention of reforming that her husband for- 
gave her. Turner recaptured her five times, 
receiving $10 each time, but when ehe went 
away on the sixth tour the husband threw 
up his hands and let her go. 

The most recent case in which Detective 
Turner figured was the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Mrs. Alice Pinkermean, the 19- 
year-old daughter of Rev. Joseph E, Eckels. 
Mr. Eckels had been having trouble with 
his son-in-law, and soon after the girl dis- 
appeared he wanted to get out a warrant 
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charging him with murder. He had nothing 
other ‘than his own convictions to sub- 
stantiate his theory and the warrant was 
not issued. Officers searched for 10 days 
for Mrs. Pinkerman, and at last the father 
placed the matter in Turner’s hande, and he 
located her in a small settlement near Dil- 
lon, Mont. 

Detectives have to be good students of 
human nature. They are often employed 
by suspicious men to entrap thelr wives or 
secure information about employes who 
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are suspected of embezzlement. In a great 
many of these cases the suspicions are to- 
tally unwarranted. Turner was employed 
not long ago by a wealthy merchant in a 
neighboring town to investigate a biack 
story that had been circulated against his 
wife. The man was a church member and 
stood at the top of society, and until these 
dark whispets commenced his wife did 
also. The circumstances, as related by Mr. 
Turner, are as follows: 


“He told me that he doubted his wife. He 
at first indignantly denounced the reports, 
and on one or two occasions silenced the 
critics at the point of a revolver. The day 
before he sent for me, his next-door neigh- 
bor, a man whom he could not but believe, 
told him that he saw a man enter the 
house during the early part of the evening 
before and remain there over an hour. He 
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said his firet idea was to present the in- 
formation and demand an immediate sepa- 
ration. Then he thought ef the long, happy 
years they had lived together, and hesi- 
tated to reproach her until certain of her 
infidelity. Fearing he would lose control 
of himself, he sent for me to assist in the 
watch. I questioned him about his wife's 
friends in town aud her relatives. He said 
she came of a splendid family, but there 
was one black sheep in the flock—a broth- 
er, then in Bouth America. 

“Soon after dark we took stations In the 
yard. At about 8 our vigilance wae re- 
warded by the sight of a shuffl figure 
along the fence. It softly opened the gate 
and crept in the shadows to the house. My 
client jerked out hie revolver and if I 
hadn't been looking out for just such an 
event he would have killed the fellow then

He was evidently “wanted” 
somewhere, for the bluff worked and he 
never bothered his sister again.” te 
The business has its bright sides, and 
Turner looks on his work almost ikke a 
religious duty. In addition to the cases 
named he can point to a score of others 
where a little diplomacy has averted the 


~wreckiing of lives and prevented murder. 
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Many of the people who have been “run 
down” by his curious detective and “mid- 
dle man," are now his stanchest friends, 
and frequently write him thanking him 
for what he has done for them. 

Turner ts 6 feet 10 inches in height, weighs 
1 pounds, and is smooth shaven. A broad 
smile plays over his good-natured count- 
enance most of the time. He is married 


and has two children—a boy of 14 and a girl

HAVE been trying to see whether or not 
X-ray effects can be produced by a 
blast of heated gas at ordinary atmos- 

_pheric pressure. I obtained the hot blast 
| from a heavily loaded rifle. The shells were 
‘filled with smokeless powder, which was 
highly compressed, but no wadding was 


used. The gun waa held at rest with the 


muzzle about eight inches from an alumi- 
num plate with which the target was faced. 
‘The target was an inch plank of oak, which 
| was hung like a pendulum and weighted 
below by a 50-pound weight. This yielding 
form of target and the protecting effect of 
the aluminum eheet was necessary in order 
to keep the wooden target from being blown 
to pieces. The negative was placed in a 
cell on the back of the target. It was 
wrapped securely and in front of the nega- 
tive was a screen of copper wire, which I 
hoped might form a shadow X-ray picture 
on the negative. 

The powder needed was sent to me by 
E. I. Du Pont, De Nemours & Co., of Wil- 


black powder, with a bullet of 167 grains. 
The concussion was often sufficient to ex- 
tincuish a gas flame or & candle 6 or 8 
feet from the line of the discharge. The 
dust in the room 2 feet away from the 
gun was gathered into little wave forms 
by the air waves. I am informed that peo- 
ple living within a block or two of Wash. 
ington University have been ruffled some- 
what by the disturbance. 

The negative has just been developed for 
me, and no trace of any X-ray effect was 
visible. On the kind of plate I used a dis- 
tinct effect can be produced by a Crookes 
tube in one second. The discharge of the 
gun lasts perhaps the two-hundredth part 
of asecond. If the gun were as effective 
as a Crookes tube, 200 shots should pro- 
duce an effect. But there is every reason 
to suppose that a rifle blast will be much 
less effective than the cathode discharge of 
a Crookes tube, if it has any effect at ail. 

The nature of the X-ray is not yet known. 
It has been suggested that the blast of re- 
sidual air from the cathode is also accom- 
panied by a blast of more highly attenuated 
gas, which passes through the walls of the 
Crookes tube, and to which all matter Is 
more or lesa transparent or porous. It {s 
suggested that this gas bombards the film 
of the nepative and produces a breaking 
down of the silver salts. 


The velocities of the molecules in the 
Crookes tube are certainly much greater 
than those from a gun, It is rather a for- 
lorn hope to expect that this X-ray gas, 
if it exists, would be set into motion by

The following year, 1609, Galileo, while in Ven- 
ice, heard of the discovery, and, being greatly 
struck with the importance of such an instru- 
ment, soon discovered the. principle of lenses in a 
shifting tube, and made a telescope for his own 
use. To having been the first astronomer in whose 
hands so valuable a gift was placed, Gallleo owed 
both his reputation and persecution. 

Coming down to our own time, the account of 
the discovery of saccharine, one of the numerous 
by-producte of the gas-maker’s refuse, whose 
sweetness {s 300 times more intense than of cane 
sugar, reads almost like a romance. 


Dr. Fahlberg had entered the Johns Hopkins 
University In America tn order to devote himself 
exclusively to a study of the chemistry of coal 
tar derivatives.

Prof. Roentgen came upon his marvelous X rags 
—which have opened out new fields of research tn 
physical science besides being of far-reaching 
practical utility in surgery and other depart- 
ments—quite by chance. He was experimenting in 
the dark with a Crooks vacuum tube, which wag 
covered with some sort of cloth, A strong elec- 
tric current was passed through it, while close 
by was some prepared photographic paper, but 
no camera, Next day he noticed several lines 
on this paper for which he could not account. 
By restoring everything to exactly the same con- 
dition as on the preceding day, he was able to 
ascertain the real origin of these mysterious 
marks.

But they don’t like too much of a good 
thing, and—returning to the syndicate’s 
booking—St. Louls couldn't escape vaude- 
ville last week except’ by going to the 
Imperial. There was a high-class comedy 
on at the Grand Opera House, but there 
was vaudeville between acts. All this was 
unfortunate for the play-goers—those who 
like folly as well as those who 
take their pleasures sadly. Two merry med- 
leys came together, and we will have two 
comedy organizations next week, s0 we 
may reasonably expect to have a couple 
of tragedies pitted against each other be- 
fore the season is over.

When Iron Was Accursed. 


N Egypt iron was nominally accursed, 
| even when people used it all day long 
and every day. It was “the impure 
metal’’—‘‘the bones of Typhon,” father of 
evil. No man could touch it without sin; 
he must do penance and make atonement. 
That was the theory as long as the Egyp- 
tian race endured; in practice iron had 
been handled freely for severa) thousand 
years. The only piece of metal found In 
the great pyramid was an iron bar. The 
same conflict of ancient faith with growing 
convenience was urged everywhere, no 
Goubt; but the record does not exist. It 
Was lost before the classic time, and so 
Greek and Roman sages puzzled over odd 
little customs handed down from days of 
old. Cicero asked [n vain why a tool of tron 
‘TMaust not be brought into the sacred grove 
of the Arvals—or if brought by accident, 
must be explated by the sacrifice of a pig 
or lamb; and Plutarch wondered why the 
Archon of Platea might not touch iron ex- 
Sept at the yearly festival commemorating 
the triumph of Greece. There is no end to 
such instances. The sacred old Pons Sub- 
Nelus had to be repaired without using 
iron; so had the ancient temple of Jupiter 
Liber—in tmperial times, when the meaning 
of such rules was lost, a special law abro- 
gated them. 

One may survey mankind from China to 
Peru and find the Same superstition every- 
where. Iron tools were forbidden in the 
yulding wf the temple at Jerusalem. The 
vite Rajesh Vizanagram, a member of the 
coulica, @ man of great learning and en- 
lightenmert, would not allow tron to be 
used in any bullding throughout his terri- 
tory. He believed that an epidemic would 
follow. Negroes of the Gola coast must re- 
move any articles of iron on their persons 
when consulting the fetish. Upon the other 
hand, a Sikh must always have a plece of 
stee] or iron about him. Burton tells how 
“the pious Moslem stretches out a finger, 
exclaiming, ‘Iron! O, thou illsomened one!’ * 
when a dust storm approaches the caravan 
~-believing it to be directed by a Djinn. 

To use 
fron in kindling the “needfire’ was awful! 
a When a fisherman s 
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the liquor, when a person died. This {s 
enough—persons interested in the subject 
will find reams of evidence in books de- 
voted to folk-lore. We may credit that 
the superstition arose evirywhere at the 
time when flerce invaders, armed with fron, 
overran the country, massacring the help- 
less people and destroy'!ng the antique re- 
lig.on, It was the accursed metal. After. 
ward, by a natura) process, the evil thing 
often came to be regarded as a protection 
against other evil things—witches and dew 
mons and charms and death Itself. English 
babies were defended from fairy kidnap- 
pers by putting a key, kn fe, pair of tongs, 
above all, scissors, in the cradle. In many 
of those pretty tales dealing with a “swan 
maid: n,” the girl cannot recover her pium- 
age because it is locked In a chest with 
an iron key—sometimes she gets a mortal 
to open the chest, and filles away upon the 
instant. In other stories she is rel: ased 
by a touch of iron: in one the favorite 
version by the husband throwing his bridle 
at or to her—the iron bit {fs fatal.

Have Ghosts Been Seen? 
From Dr. Specher’s Lecture. 

“I do not think that the majority of stu- 
dents of psychical phenomena are tending 
toward belief in apparitions and haunted 
houses. Some prominent men are. Prof, 
Jamres of Harvard talks as if he were con- 
yinced that there have been*and are now 
haunted houses. Among historic cases he 
names the Amherst mystery, the Phelps 
case, the house of the Wesleys, the Telan 
Mackin case in Sharps ‘History of Witch- 
craft,’ the Moree case in ‘Upham Salem 
Witcheraft,’ and some cases in Dr. Nev- 
in’a ‘Demon Possession,’ and others of the 
present day. In those instances he thinke 
the theory of actual spirit agency ts the 
moet reasonable. On the contrary, Mr. 
Rodmore finds in ail the historic cases 
a large number of present day cases 
features which discredit the epirit theory. 
He made a very thorough examination of 
a large number ofpresent day cases 
which had been reported to the society or 
which they had read accounts of, and he 
deciared that he did not find a eingie in- 
stance in which the facts were In all es- 
sential points as had been reported before 
investigation. 

“’e to apparitions, Mr. Myers, the English 
secretary, thinks that telepathy, thought- 
transference, hypnotism, illusion and hal-

Still, we krow how easy it is in 
these ghostly matters for a person to mis- 
take some object for the form of an ac- 
qua.ntance or friend, or for an hallucina- 
tion, to start in the mind from patho.ogical | 
conditions. Then, if the seeing of such an | 
appar.tion is reported many people can 
imagine they see it in the same place.

TO PREVENT COLDS. 

By Dr. 0. F. Baerens. 
VERYBODY bas, at some time or other, 
taken cold. 

Bneesing, coughing and the ever present 
handkerohief reminds us that the season is upon 
us and that some remarks as preventive meas- 
ures are in ore. 

The usue) treatment tndulged in ts about a 
follows: A sufficient quantity of quinine. some 
times with and sometimes qithout, whisky, is 
taken to make the head ring and roar; some hot 
@rink or a (eetbath sometimes both; enough 
blankete on the bed to make an Alaskan voyage 
comfortable The usual kicking off of the blan- 
kets is next attended to, and in the morning, the 
patient, etil) under the infiuence of his self-admin- 
istere’ medication, sallies forth to business, every 
pore in his body wide open, in excellent condl- 
tien to “take’’ anything from sore throat to 
pneumonia, afd in nine cases out of ten he does 
contract something. 

Often, even when e physician has been con- 
sulted, the sufferer pine his faith to the drops 
or lets he has and neglects 
to low the other directions. which «are every 
dit as important. The things everyene knows about 
colds are the things everybody negiects. If peo 
ple would act upon information the physicians 
ere constantly giving, there would soon be little 
need of drugs and doctors, and the only deadly 
disease for which we must all succumb at 
some time would be old age. 


Colds are usually treated as a joke The seri- 
ous injury to health ig overlooked or under- 
estimated. yet many graves are filled each year 
with the fruits of what was at first “only @ 
ool4."" Colds are much more easily prevented than 
is generally supposed. Persone in good physical 
eondition seldom take oold save when gross care- 
lespness has been exercised. The feet should be 
kept warm and dry, the head oool, chest and 
abdomen wel] protected. All exposure on an 
empty stomach should be avoided as much as 
possible. Take care not to cool off too rapidly 
when heated after any exertion, such as calis- 
therics or dancing. 

Keep out of dreughts and wear flannels Breathe 
through the nose only, and when this is tmpos- 
sible, consult some specialist on nose and throat 
diseases Never wet the hair preparatory to 
Gressing it This is one of the most frequent 
causes of taking cold. Of the remedies used for 
the alleviation and cure of colds, space forbids 
mention, and designating t@ practically useless, 
as each case must be individualized and it is not 
my object to deal with the treatment, but with 
preventive measures.

“This disease is often allowed to gain headway 
through ignorance of the symptome on the part 
of parents,” sald Dr. Bamuel A Penke. “The 
symptome are a slight chill and a fever, @ sore 
throat, little red bumps on the tongue. When 
these eppear the parent should cal) the family 
phssician. The disease tg too serious to try te 
cure with home remedies, 

“Even after the patient ts convalescent great 
care should be exercised. Many other allments 
foliow in the wake of ecarlet fever. The eyes may 
become affected, rheumatism may develop or 
many other allmenta These mey not develop for 
ain months or even @ year after the patient is 
supposed to be weil” 


THE CAUSE OF PARALYSIS. 
ARALYSIS te the result of the rupture of 
an artery in the brain,” sald Dr. George 
L. Kearney of the City Dispensary staff. 
“lt is dangerous to life in proportion to the size 
of the artery ruptured. A person may euffer a 
dozen smal) ruptures without very serious resu!ta. 
Paralysie usually cocurs in persons past middie 
ago when the walls of the arteries have become 
brittle

Freckles do not belong solely to winter. but that 
is the season when they are most noticeable be 
Cause the skin has lost the tan of summer The 
skin te fairer in winter than at any other time, 
and freckles stand out in bold relief Technically, 
freckles gre localized collections of pigment in the 
celle of the skin Tan is a genera) pigments 
tien The great majority of cases are hereditary 
Pixposure to the sun is responsible for the rest 
If e@ specific exists, {t is an application that will 
tend to make the skin less clear and transparent 
Lemon juice appilted every night ts eald to do 
thie, but the result cannot but fai) to be satis- 
factory. as a fair. healthy-looking complexion is 
about half the battle for beauty Then, in my 
judgment, the treatment is worse than the 
freckles themeelves. Bichloride of mercury must 
be used, and that is liable to leave the face very 
rough Many, however, prefer this to the little 
brown blotches, and are willing to cun the risk 
of trading a velvety, blotched cheek for a rough, 
clear one 


Of the many treatments I ghould recommend 
but one—corroaive sublimate (bichloride of mer- 
cury), 7 grains, distilled water 6 ounces, spirits of, 
eamphor half an ounce, rose water § drama Three 
or four thicknesses of linen cut to cover the site 
of the freckles are moistened with the solution 
and placed upon the site at night and left there 
to dry. Whatever remaine on the skin is not 
washed off till morning. After a few nights the 
face gets red and peels, after which a good oint- 
ment should be apriled. WV hy freckles exist has 
never been @atisfactorily explained They seem 
to be peculiar to tndividualse, as is evidenced by 
the fact that many people are never troubled 
with them They are most common in young 
people and wear away with age 


VEGETABLE DIET FOR CHILDREN. 


GERMAN scientist and philanthropist, Prof. 
A Baron, who died recentiy, had a great 

echeme for the rearing of children on @ 
strictly vegetarian diet He believed that the 
result would prove that men and women may be 
just as strong and healthy when they live on « 
wholly vegetable diet as on a part meat and part 
vegetable diet Prof Baron bequeathed the sum 
of $177,600 to the ‘city of Berlin to found an edu- 
cational institution for the trial of his unique ex- 
periment 

Hilse offer has not yet been accepted, because 
the Common Council is not able to agree The 
matter has been publicly discussed tn a very vig- 
orous manner, and the vegetarians in Berlin are 
making a strong effort to force the acceptance 
of the money They have proposed that a test in 
the shape of a walking match between vegetarian 
and meat-eating children be made, to determine 
theie relative strength.

He eays: “Man, wherever he exists, has to 
maintain his body at a constant temperature of 
at least 98 degrees Fahrenheit, and it is obvious 
thet an enormous 4ifference must exist between 
the needs of the individual who ilves near the 
equator, with al) surrounding ebjects at a con- 
stant temperature.”

DW persons know how to care for thely 
eyes,"" says Dr. Bamue] A. Peake “Tt 
is not necessary to run to an oculist 

every time a person experiences a little trouble 

with the eyes, although any serious difficuhy 
should be taken at once to a specialist. Borax is 

a good remedy for most slight affections of the 

eyes, such as weakness, inflammation, weeping 

of the eyes ané such annoyances. 

“The solution should never be too strong. For 
weak eyes a solution of soft water and borax 
should be used. It should be applied twice @ 
day or oftener. For inflamed eyes a teaspoonful 
of powdered borax in a pint of water, with a bit 
of gum camphor added, wil) afford almost in- 
stant relief. Involuntary weeping, which ooours 
oftenest in the case of old persons. may be stopped 
with a solution of borax. Boraz wil) also make 
the eyes bright, and is popular among society 
women for that reason.” 
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LEARN HOW TO EAT,

V ing to tire needs of digestion Indigestion is 
not so often caused by what we eat as how 
we eat. The prevalent idea that slow eating is 
very favorable to digestion is largely fallacious. 
The important point is not that we eat slowly or 
fast, but that when we do eat we chew witb en- 
ergy. Of course, where the haste te due to some 
mental] anxiety, this may injuriously inhibit the 
secretions Slow esting begets a habit of simply 
mumbling the food without really masticating it 
while the hurried eater Ww inclined to swallow his 
food before proper mastication Hence hurried 
eating is bad, but rapid mastication is advantage- 
ous. It concentrates our energies on the act in 
question, and hence more thoroughly 4ccom- 
Piiahes it.

without the one as the other. 

Insomnia t@ not @ disease, but « eymptom, and 
may emanate from many causes, but from what- 
ever cause, be sure it is the red light of danger 
ané should be heeled It may result from in- 
temperate eating or drinking, for disordered 
stomachs wil) produce disturbed sleep. It may 
mean an organic disease of the heart and vascu- 
lar system It may mean the poison of malaria 
and the toxlo agents of fever It may mean incipi- 
ent Bright's disease or diabetes. or it may simply 
mean that the individual) ts fretting and fuming 
his or her life away over business relations or 
household care ) 

It is a well known fact—other things being 
equal—that those persons live longest who take 
life easy and are undisturbed by the buffetings 
and disappointments of every day Ufe In « 
few cases of insomnia no distinct lesion can be 
discovered from which originates the disorder, 
and to this clase ef cases especially are drugs 
harmful 

For hereditary ané habitual) insomnia it & 
much better to use hygienic and suggestive treat- 
ment. which ts exemplified in the follewing case, 
Bome time ago an insomnice applied te me for 
relief I admitted her to the genera) ward of the 
hospita) and required her to eft by the bedside of 
another patient, with tnatructions that she must 
not sleep. At the same @me ! provided her with 
a comfortable reclining chair and a dull, monoten- 
eus book Within one hour she was sleeping 
soundly After a few nights of thie treatment she 
was completely cured of her tnsomnia There is 
something {tn human nature which uncensciousig 
opposes that which may be required By others, 
and many of these cases, {f the physielan would 
kindly require them to remain awake over some 
monotcnous task, they would be speedily cured. 
Patients suffering from insomnia sheuld never 
reeort to the use of any eo-called hypnotic for 
relief. Consult the family physician Uf be te all 
that term implies you will get relief an@ be saved 
from a drug habit, which tg werse than the 
disease 

To avoid tnsomnia cultivate regular habits and 
a contented mind

HERD are 18,000 Ruesian Jews in St. 
Louls, the majority of whom have 
come here during the last ten years 

to escape the tyranny of the Czar’s govern- 
ment. Asa class these refugees are with- 
out even rudimentary education when they 
reach America, and too poor to obtain it 
even in this country of free schooling. 
These people are being educated free of 
all cost and under a system that does not 
interfere with the task of earning a livell- 
hood, by their more fortunate co-religion- 
ists of this city. There are night schools 
and day schools for grown persons and 
ohildren, where manual training and do- 


mestic science are taught, as well as the 
lessons of a grammar school, under the 
, auspices of various Jewish charitable asso- 
elationa, 

Society women devote time to ¢omfort- 
Ing the poor of the Jewish district, and pro- 
vide Mterature and entertainments for 
th ® expense ts met by voluntary 
cogtributions, and no worthy Jew need 
want for aid in St. Louls. He may come 
bere unable to speak a word of English 
and penniless, yet he will be sent to school 
and provided for. 


Elias Michael, President of the St. Louis 
branch of the Jewish Alliance, speaking 
of the charitable work among the poor 
Jews of St. Louis, said: 

“Several years ago when the influx of 
persecuted Hebrews set in towards our 
shores, there was an outburst of indigna- 
tion against the reception of what was 
termed the scum of over-populated Europe. 
It was argued that this element could never 
become desirable citizens. That this is un- 
true is proved by the present status of the 
Hebrew refugees who settled In St. Louis. 
The great majority of these immigrants 
came from Russia, @ country in which it 
was impossible for them to acquire any of 
those attributes which would make them 
good American citizens. 

“The work of educating these refugees 
devolved upon their more fortunate co-re- 
ligionists. The results ebtained have ¢éx- 
ceeded their fondest hopes. The education- 
al efforts are along three lines—scholastic, 
religious and practical. 

“There are 18,000 Russian Jews fn St. 
Louls, by far the greater majority of whom 
have come within the last 10 years. They 
are usually without even elementary edu- 
cation and threatening to prove a burden 
to the community. -A number of liberal- 
minded men were prompted to establish an 
evening school and instruct them in the 
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rudimentary forms ef English and teach 
them something of the country in which 
they live. This was called the St. Louls 
branch of the Jewish Alliance. Its pur- 
poses are purely scholastic. 

“The greater portion of these people are 
unable to bear the expense of belonging to a 
regularly organized synagogue, and for the 
purpose of instructing their children in the 
religion of their fathers the Hebrew Free 
and Industrial School Soclety was organ- 
ized. The Sisterhood of Persona! Service 
has two sections devoted to educational 
work, the kindergarten section ahd the 
school of domestic economy, in which the 
larger girls are thoroughly instructed in the 
varied duties of the household. Recently 
there has been established the Socia)] Set- 
tlement League, which devotes its attention 
to the betterment of the social conditions 
ef poor Jews. 

“The Hebrew Free and Industrial School 
Society was organized in 1880, with the late 
Iaidor Bush as President. It provides re- 
ligious training for the children of parents 
not able to provide it otherwise. The relig- 
fous sessions are held on Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons, from 1 to 3. The chil- 
dren are graded, as in a regular Sunday- 
school. When they have reached the proper 


stage, they are confirmed in one of the 
tempies of the city. 


The courses of instruction are largely at- 
tended, 80 being the number of pupils en- 
rolled during the past year, The instruc- 
tion is in the hands of Miss Bert Sale, 
superintendent, and Misses Fischell, Gerson, 
Kalter and Goldberg, assistants. 

“The industrial school is non-sectarian. 
Last year 40 out of the total of 150 pupils 
were Gentiles. The girls are taught sew- 
Ing, and the boys are given, as far as 
possible, the necessary training to fit them 
for business life. These boys who make 
favorable progress and are desirous of con- 
tinuing, are allowed to proceed with thelr 
course in a regular business college, the ex- 
pense of which is defrayed by the society. 
The corps of instructors in the industrial 
schoo! consists of Mrs. 8S. Landau and the 
Misses Kalter, Suess and Elbert. These 
ladies work under the direct supervision of 
Mrs. Isaac Schwab, Mrs. N. Scharff and 
Mrs. Hannah Stix. The industrial school 
meets on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 8 
to 6 o'clock in the afternoon. Its sessions, 
as well as those of the free are 
held in the old Oak Hall Building, Fourth 
street and Washington The ages 
of the pupils attending vary from 7 t 15 
years in the religious school, and from 10 
%” in the industrial branch. 
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this organization comes solely from volun-through the courtesy ef the Board of Bé- 


tary subscriptions. The gentlemen upon 
whom the active management devolves are: 
William Goldstein, president; myself, vice 
president; Frank Block, treasurer, and Rev. 
H. J. Messing, secretary. The board of 
directors consists of Jacob Furth, Albert 
Arnstein, Isaac Schwab, Joseph Wolfort, 
Philip Constam and William Kohn. 

“The St. Louls Branch of the Jewish 
Alllance, which looks after the education 
of both old and young, was organized in 
this city by Jacob Furth. Several years 
ago it was reorganized and its scope 
considerably enlarged by Mr. Furth, Rabbi 
Harrison and myself. 

The primary object of this association Its 
to give instruction in arithmetic, spelling, 
reading, writing and all the grammar 
sohoo! studies to those men, women, boys 
and girls who are employed during the 
day and are thus prevented from attend- 
ing the public schools. Since its inception 
the school has achieved great success. 
The present number of pupils is 358, of 
which number 248 are male and 110 fe- 
male. Despite its name the alliance is not 
sectarian. Ejighty-two of the 318 pupils 
wre Gentiles. The ages vary greatly. It 
is no uncommon thing to see a youngster 
of 8 sitting next to a graybeard of 5, both 
Intent upon their primers. The sessions, 


ucation, are held in the Jefferson School, 
Ninth and Wash streets, on Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday even- 
ings of each week, from 7 until 9 p. m. 
The average age of the pupils is 18 years. 
There are among them newsboys, tailors, 
seamstresses, peddlers, laborers, music‘ans, 
engineers, watch-makers and artisans of 
various kinds. 

“Of the 358 pupils enrolled, 238 were born 
in Ruesia. Of the rest 7 were born in Rou- 
mania, 13 in Hungary, 8 In Austria, 61 In 
Italy, 4in England, 8 in Germany and the 
29 natives of St. Louls were all born of Rus- 
sian parents. 

‘In the lowest clase the alphabet and the 
elementary principles of the English lan- 
guage are taught Pupils are advanced to 
higher classes in eccordance with their 
individual progress. 

“A library will be established when the 
school moves into ite own building, which 
is to be erected from the proceeds of the 
Coliseum Fatr. 

‘The Social Settlement League owes its 
origin largely to Rabbi Leon Harrison and 
Mies Lenore Schwab, whose combined ef- 
forts resulted in its organization in 1897. 
The League members work among the peo- 
ple whom they are trying to uplift. They

Unique Gymnasium Where the Financiers of New York Are Taught to Be 
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NUMBER of New York bank presidents and finan- 
ciers whose wealth aggregates many millions of 
dollars have formed themselves into a class over 

in Brooklyn to undergo a course in physical culture. 
These august personarces who handle such great sums 
of money and control the destiny of so many enter- 
prises put aside their dignity twice a week and go 
through their lesson and obey their teacher like so 
many schoolboys. 

This class meets, as a rule, in Prof. MacLevy’s gym- 
nasium, Washington street, Brooklyn, though when 
pressed for time the lessons are taken at the members’ 
homes. or even in their offices. The course of train- 
ing taken is often very severe and requires an im- 
mense amount of downright hard work. The singular 
appearance which the gymnasium presents at such 
times is fllustrated herewith from photographs taken 
while one of these lessons was in progress. 

The proverbial portliness of bank presidents and 
great financiers is not, as might be imagined, an eyj- 
dence of good health. According to Prof. MacLevy, 
who has had rare opportunities to study the type, 
this class of business men are far from being a robust 
lot. The training prescribed for these men consists 
of regular exercise of al! the muscles of the body, ac. 
companied with vigorous rubbing and massage treat- 
ment.

fhey have arrived in San Francisco, and they have 
been treated kindly in that city. 

Pretty much all the world knows about the Ah 
Fongs, although the specific information that has 
rone out about them has ‘been rather contradictory. 
Their home is in Honolulu, and they are important 
folk there because of their wealth and position. 

One of the sisters has been in New York, and she 
received social honors. She is the wife of Capt. Whit- 
ing, of the navy, in command of the monitor Monad- 
nock, now at Manila. 

If there is any position in this country which carries 
with it social caste it is in the army and navy.

Nobody can prevent, either in 
Great Britain or America. In this country the coat- 
of-arms is not even taxed. In Great Britain: those 
who assume it must pay a trifling sum for the privi- 
lege. 

Suppose your name is Jones and you don’t know 
where the original American Jones of 1635 came from. 
It’s fair to presume he was a Welshman. Go to a 
little shop in London, look over their line of Welsh 
Jones coats-of-arms—all perfectly authentic—and pick 
out the-one that best suits you. They'll make a 
pretty little water-color sketch of it for 87 cents, and 
there you are. If the Joneses of that particular kind 
want to prove that you are not their breed of Jones 
let ‘em try it. 

To be a British ‘“‘armiger’’ by royal license is an- 
other matter. It costs in fees at the Herald's office 
about $380, and the privilege is only granted when the 
Duke of Norfolk, Earl Marshal of England, Is satis- 
fied that the applicant has reached a state in life in 
which arms can suitably be borne. 

Once granted, the privilege descends to all the sons 
and daughters, to all the grandsons and their sons 
and daughters, and so on indefinitely, the right ex- 
piring with the life of the daughters in each genera- 
tion and descending through the sons.
